from its field force of investigators. 
Fair weather and a holiday combined 
gave the first real oppor- 
tunity in more than @ week to exert 
their maximum energies to relieve the 
car shortage that has threatened near 
famine in some sections of the country. 

Officials of both the railroads and 
commission expressed the conviction to- 
night that the acute stage of the short- 
age had passed and that steady im- 
provement in the situation would con- 
tinue. At no time, it was said, had 
conditions reached the acuteness of the 
tie-up a year ago. 

At the same time, the number of cars 
involved in the tie-up, according to re- 
ports to the commission from virtually 
every road in the country, increased by

The situation at Chicago, while caus- 
ing some concern to government and 
railroad officials, was not regarded here 
as desperate. Officials said that similar 
conditions prevailed, to great extent, at 
other cities throughout the country. 
The situation was a national one. 

TNTended to Raise Prices. 

Statements that Chicago had been 
getting only four or five cars a day 
for the shipment east of wheat for do- 
mestic use were met at the commission 
with the assertion that the records 
show that Chicago has been receiving 
approximately 200 cars a day and that 
about one-hulf of them were used for 
wheat. Instead of reducing 
prices, the transportation out of the 
country of great quantities of wheat 

tended to raise the price, officials said, 
andthe movement of export wheat east 
could bring no relief to sufferers from 
soaring prices in eastern cities. 

Officials thus far have confined their 
chief engineers to unraveling the trans- 
portation snarl and affording relief to 
communities threatened with shortage 
of foodstuffs and fuel, rather than 
studying the effect of the shortage and 
congestion on prices of necessities. So 
as reports relate to shortage, it 
said both at the interstate com- 
commission and the car. service 
commission that there was nowhere in 
the country at the present time an 
actual shortage of food or fuel needed 
for domestic consumption. 

High Prices Not Justified. 

Every city in the east, it was said, 
so far as known, has plenty of food 
for immediate requirements and rising 
prices could not be justly attributed to 
shortage. Reserves had been almost 
wiped out in the case of flour in New 
England, but the situation there was re- 
ported to have improved measurably. 

The 165,274 cars involved in the gen- 
tie-up are distributed in every 
section of the country and include all 
classes, loaded and empty, which for 
reasons due to congestion are tempor- 
arily withdrawn from _ transportation 
service. They were distributed by sec- 
tions as follows:

British Colonial Posses- 


sions — Japan Intends to 
Hold Kiao-Chau. 


London, February 10.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—The 
death knell to Germany’s colonial pos- 
sessions has been sounded, so far as the 
entente allies can effect that result, by 
the almost simultaneous announcement 
of the British minister of colonies, Mr. 
Long; the Japanese minister of for- 
eign affairs, Mr. Motono, and the prime 
minister of New Zealand, Mr. Massey, 
who voiced the view of Australia as 
well as New Zealand. Together these 
statements declare there will be no 
return to Germany of her colonies in 
Africa, Asia or the Pacific. 

The attitude is not only held by 
Japan and the British colonies chief 
concerned, but it has the backing of 
the British and French governments, 
which have the largest interest in co- 
lonial Africa and Asia. It develops the 
fact also that the late Asquith govern- 
ment was opposed to any extension of 
British colonial possessions in Africa, 
whereas the new Lloyd-George govern- 
ment approves this extension as in line 
with the aspirations of the British 
colonies in Africa. This im turn has 
established that there will be a gen- 
eral re-shifting of African colonies, so

BOYKIN ROBBERY, 
STATES CAMPBELL 


In Affidavit Given Defense 
in W. W. Rogers Case, De- 
tective Tells of Dictograph 
Exposure. 


NEW CLEWS ARE FOUND 
IN THE WURM MYSTERY 


Detectives Now Probing Al- 
leged Gang of Pay Roll 
Bandits—“Boots” Rogers’ 
‘Trial Will Close Today. 


While detectives under the direction 
of Chief Newport Lanford at police 
headquarters have renewed their in- 
vestigation into the John Wurm mur- 
der as the result of a probe of an al- 
leged gang of pay-roll bandits accused 
by W. W. (Boots) Rogers of the A. H. 
Boykin robbery with which he is 
charged, the Rogers trial yesterday 
took a new and startling turn. 

Additional sensations are promised 
this morning when the trial is re- 
sumed before Judge Ben Hill. Attor- 
neys for the accused taxi operator are 
making strenuous efforts to put two 
headquarters detectives, John Starnes 
and Pat Campbell, on the stand. These 
two officers will, they say, accuse an- 
other man of the crime, and ‘support it 
with testimony of dictograph conversa- 
tions in which they say he boastingly 
described the Boykin and other pay- 
roll robberies. 


Jerome Yarter Accused. 


The other man is Jerome Yarter, for- 
mer policeman, chauffeur and intimate 
of Viola Tyler*and Harry Young, the 
couple accused in the recent counter- 
feiting exposures. He is now in the 
Tower, having been arrested Sunday 
night by Detectives Waggoner and 
Chewning after a thrilling chase. Judge 
Hill Thursday declined to admit these 
officers to take the stand to accuse 
Yarter, on the ground that it was inad- 
missible unless Yarter was on trial. 

Detective officials said last night that 
the dictograph exposure developed 
other clews which have put the head- 
quarters men to work on new angles 
in the John Wurm murder mystery. He 
was killed last. July at the Atlantic 
Steel plant, where he was. employed as 
timekeeper, and his body threwn into 
the Chattahoochee river at-Paee’s ferry. 
Details would not be disclosed by the 
sleuths, but it is stated at headquarters 
that the clews point to an organized 
gang, which has also been guilty of a 
number of other recent crimes, and was 
also planning others. 

Detectives John Starnes and Pat 
Campbell, who worked on the Wurm 
case, as well as many other noted 
crimes of the past year, have made af- 
fidavits to be submitted at, the Rogers 
trial, and the latter’s counsel will this 
morning endeavor to impress’ upon 
Judge Hill the importance of admitting 
the detectivés’ stories on the ground 
that they will show the innocence of 
the man on trial. 


Pat Campbells Affidavit. 
The affidavit of Pat Campbell is, in 
substance, as fdllows: 


“Saturday, february 17, 1917, I went to 
45 East Mitchell street about 8:30 o’clock 
at night with John Starnes and concealed 
myself in a room. ‘Boots’ Rogers was there 
at one end of a dictagraph he had install- 
ed. Listening over the instrument I heard 
a conversation between two men and a 
woman. ; 

“I have since seen this woman and I 
know her to be Mrs. Viola Tyler. (45 East 
Mitchell is the Tyler home.)- I am able to 
swear positively from facts Which later 
came to my Knowledge that one of the two 
men was Jerome Yarter, formerly of the 
police department. I heard Yarter tell Mrs, 
‘Cyler that he had held the gun in Boykin’s 
face when the robbery was committed. 

‘He was asked the question: ‘How hard 
was Boykin hit?’ He answered: ‘Hard 
enough to make him crazy enough to identi- 
fy Boots HRogers.’ He said after they got 
the money they rede in the trolley car twe 
blocks, then got out and sat on a curbstone 
while the police went by. Mrs. Tyler asked 
him: ‘How:in the hell would it be, now, if 
my car had been used for the robbery and 
you were caught out there with Baldwin 
and that fellow Max? They would have me 
and Harry (Young) and the whole d—d 
push in jail. Everybody in town would 
know my car because it has eagles all over 
the front of it.’ 

‘Mrs. Tyler further said: ‘You had better 
stop your friend Baldwin from talking—nhe 
is going to get you into trouble.’ Yarter 
said: ‘Kor God's sake hush—don’t taik so 
loud." Then Mrs. Tyler said: ‘If they try 
to ring Harry in on any of this robbery 
stuff 1 will take the stand an tell the 
truth about the whole d—d thing.’ 

Will Shoot Head Off. 


“Yarter said: ‘You can’t afford to do that. 
I will fix the -- — that tells any- 
thing on me. I’d+shoot his head off.’ Mrs. 
Tyler said: ‘All right, you can just go 
ahead shooting now, then.’ Baldwin’s 
name was frequently mentioned. Yarter 
said to Mrs. Tyler: ‘This Baldwin is a po- 
lice pimp.’ Then Yarter, at the woman’s 
insistence, began to describe how the Boy- 
kin robbery was staged. 

‘He mentioned how hard the man was 
hit, but said that it was not hard enough 
to prevent him from trying to get up, and 
that he, Yarter, was compelled to keep the 
pistol in his face. He said: ‘I must have 
knocked the senses out of him, and he hasn't 
recovered them yet, as he is still identifying 
Boots Rogers.’ 

‘Mrs. Tyler said: ‘I feel sorry for Boots 
Rogers.’ Yarter said: ‘I don’t. The 

he tried to have me indicted once,’ 
The woman said: ‘You sure are game.’ 
Yarter answered: ‘Yes, I’m a man from the 
ground up—through and through. 

“Something was said about a thousand 
dollars. Something was also said in regard 
to a conspiracy to rob the paymaster of the 
Elsas-May cotton mill. Yarter said they also 
had on foot plans to crackasafe. He men- 
tioned a man named Elson, who had recently 
got out of jail, and said: ‘He is a first- 
rate man on the job—knows his business,’ 


Carson Comes In. 


“About that time G. C. Carson came in. 
Mrs. Tyler greeted him, calling him ‘Dope- 
head.’ Carson talked rather loudly. Shortly 
following Carson’s entrance, the conversation 
was broken up. The following night I ac- 
companied John Starnes to the same place, 
and we again dictographed the room. 

“We saw Yarter in the room with Mrs, 
Tyler. They were talking about the Elsas- 
May robbery, and also the proposed robbery 
of the Southern Express company. Yarter 
said he would watch the express wagon at 
Wall street and follow it up Broad 4gtreet, 
and pegform the hold-up in broad deylight 
on Broad street near the viaduct. 

‘‘He said he also planned to rob the police 
paymaster when he carried the menthly pay- 
roH from the city hall to headquarters. He 
laughed at this, saying he would rather 
have the cops’ money than anything he 
knew of. He also said he was planning to 
rob Chamberlin-Johnson-DuBose’s store. He 
went through a pantomime showing how he 
would wear his mask on this latter occasion.

Washington, February 22.—Post- 
ponement of: the effective date of the 
“bone dry” prohibition amendment to 
the postoffice bill adopted yesterday 
until October 1,.

During debate on the amendment in 
the house there were urgent’ appeals 
on behaif of liquor dealers who ship 
into dry territory that they be given 
time to dispose of stock-and readjust 
their business. Prohibition leaders 
turned deaf ears then, fearing that any 
change in the provision as it passed 
the senate might mean its defeat, but 
many of them are disposed to vote for 
a postponement once ‘the bill has been 
sent to the president for his signature.

To complete such a test 
would require probably two years, dur- 
ing which, it is pointed out, Georgia or 
such states as might desire “bone dry” 
prohibition, would be bereft of what. 
ever protection they might have under 
the federal amendment, even should it 
eventually prove valid. Should it not 
prove constitutional, these states are 
still left just where they are today. 
Granting, however, that the Reed 
amendment is valid and that it will not

War Will Find U. S. 
United for America, 
Asserts John Burke 


U.S. Treasurer Hopes Coun- 
try May Be Spared From 
Battle, But if War Comes, 
Believes Spirit of ‘76 Is 
Abroad in Land. 


“Let us hope and pray, in this crisis, 
we may be spared war with any nation. 
But I believe the ‘spirit of ’76’ is abroad 
in the land, and if we have to go to 
war that war will not find us_ half 
American and half something else, but 
all American, united, determined and 
invincible.” 

This sentiment was the culmination 
of the brief reference made to the in- 
ternational situation Thursday night by 
John Burke, United States treasurer, at 
the Knights of Columbus celebration of 
Washington’s birthday at the Atlanta 
theater. 

Mr. Burke’s address dealt primarily 
with the life and character of George 
Washington and closed with a brief ut- 
terance upon the present strained in- 
ternational relations of the United 
States without specific reference to 
Germany or any other nation. 

Should Trust President. 

“All of Europe is at war,” said the 
treasurer, upon this situation, ‘and no 
man knows what a day will bring forth. 


|! Diplomatic relations have been severed. 


This gives us something else to think 
about, but there is not much that we 
can say about it. We ought not to say 
much. To do so might embarrass the 
president and our representatives in 
congress. To do so might create a false 
impression. 

“We do not want war with anybody. 
War with any of the nations now at 
war would bring about embarrassing 
situations because of the blood rela- 
tionships existing between citizens of 
the United States and citizens of those 
countries. 

“We must at times trust to somebody, 
and at this juncture we should trust in 
the president and in the people whom 
we have sent to the national body to 
represent us.”

BETWEEN U. S. AND VIENNA. 

Berne, February 22.—(Via Paris.)— 
Austria’s reply to the United States, de- 
fining her position ih the war, is known 
in Berlin, according to The Frankfurter 
Zeitung, which predicts that a breach 
of relations between Washington and 
Vienna is inevitable. The paper's Ber- 
lin correspondent says: 

“The memorandum which President 
Wilson has sent to the Vienna gzovern- 
ment leaves no doubt that the breach 
of relations between the United States 
“and Germany soon will be followed by 
& breach with Austria-Hungary. Presi- 
dent Wilson wishes to be clearly told 
whether the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment has withdrawn its earlier declara- 
tion regarding the conduct of subma- 
rine warfare. Really, one ought to 
think the explanation given by Austria- 
Hunagry at the beginning of the unre- 
Stricted submarine warfare to the ef- 
fect that from February 1 all ocean 
traffic in the blockaded zones will be 
prevented by all means, should not be 
capable of misconception, but in his 
dealings with the central powers Presi- 
dent Wilson is always painfully exact. 

‘It is true that we have not heard 
he ever sent cautions, let alone 
warnings, to the entente for torpedoing 
Austrian or German ships without 
warning, but when Germany or Aus- 
tria do the same thing President Wil- 
son raises his voice in the name of 
humanity and civilization. The Austro- 
Hungarian government will answer 
President Wilson’s memorandum and 
what this answer will be is known. Mr. 
Wilson will be able to draw his con- 
clusions there-from and will break off 
relations.”’

FORGET EXTRA SESSION. 

Now that the Reed amendment to the 
federal postal bill has been enacted, and 
will become law within a few days, any 
further talk of calling the Georgia general 
assembly together in extraordinary session 
becomes not only foolish, but preposterous. 
We have been complaining because the 
federal government was practically nullify- 
ing our state prohibition law, and it was 
urged that the governor ought to call the 
legislature together for the purpose of 
taking such action as would harmonize with 
the Webb-Kenyon decision, thereby 
bring on “bone dry” conditions in Georgia.

Elimination of the Seventh Grade 
In City Schools Opposed by Board | 


The board of education. went on record 
yesterday as opposed to the elimination of 
the seventh grade or any of the other gram- 
mar school work, either in the negro or white 
school, until it was found feasible to establish 
junior high schools. 

This action followed the presentation of 
a petition by a committee of negro taxpayers 
protesting against the suggested abolition 
of the seventh grade in the negro grammar 
schools and urging the establishment of some 
kind of a high school for negroes. 

Chairman R. J. Guinn, of the board, de- 
clared that the board was committed to a 
reorganization of the system with a view to 
preparing pupils for their life work with less 
regard paid to college entrance requirements. 
Ninety-nine per cent of the negro and 95 per 
cent of the white children in the schools, 
he said, never ‘go to college, and it was un- 
fair to them to have the curriculum arranged 
solely in the interests of the small percentage 
Which could enjoy college advantages. 


[stablish Junior High Schools, 

As soon as the financial condition of the 
city would admit of it, he declared, it was 
Purposed to establish junior high = schools 
with courses of study and industrial training 
prepared to suit the vocational needs of the 
great majority of the pupils who would be 
deprived of higher education. Whenever this 
was done, the negroes would receive consider- 
ation in the junior high schools as well as 
the whites. 

Superintendent L. M. Landrum again call- 
ed the attention of the board to the conges- 
tion existing in the schools, particularly the 
Girls’ High school, which was now entirely 
inadequate to accommodate the pupils, and 
which threatened to break down completely 
when the five or six hundred additional pu- 
pils coming up from the grammar grades 
sought admission next fall. The matter was 


referred to the teachers’ committee to see if 
some solution could not be found for the 
congestion, regardless of the financial diffi- 
culties°which confronted the board. 

Mayor Candler made a talk in which he 
urged that teachers and officials of the school 
department have patience with the city gov- 
ernment which was doing its best in the 
face of great difficulties. He said that the 
children ought to be taught respect for the 
city government. The children ought to be 
raised to believe that they have a good gov- 
ernment, and that It is doing what it can 
to serve them, he said. He suggested as a 
problem which the children might be 
to study, “How Many Municipalities Raise 
Money as Fast as They Raise Folks?’ There 
was too much reckless criticism of govern- 
ment for the children’s good, he declared. 

Teacher for Wayward Children. 

The board voted to supply an extra teach- 
er to look afcer the truant and wayward 
children, particularly boys, who, under the 
compulsory education law, the city school 
authorities are required to make some provi- 
sion for. A room in the Tech High school 
has been set apart for this work which 
will be under the supervision of the prin- 
cipal of the school, C. S. Culver. 

Miss Laura M. Smith, supervisor of 
primary department, was given a leave 
absence next summer in order that she might 
accept an offer from the state to teach in the 
Universihy of Georgia. 

Mrs. George White, secretary of the lady 
board of visitors, reported that arrangements 
had been completed for the installation of 
penny lunches in the State Street school. This 
will be the first school in which permanent 
arrangements to serve penny lunches have 
been made. 

The matter of securing cheaper 
books next year, under the operation of the 
Yeomans act, was referred to a special com- 
mittee. 
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THOS. W. JACKSON SEES 
PROSPERITY COMING BACK 
WITH NEWSPAPER HELP 


Thomas W. Jackson, probably Georgia's 
leading farm land dealer, yesterday issued 2 
statement in which he declared that it would 
be impossible for any other agency outside 
of the local newspapers to pull Atlanta out 
of the “rut,” and get the city back on its 
former high scale where it belongs. 

“The newspapers are the greatest factor 
in our city,” he said. “They can do the only 
thing that will save Atlanta—get things 
started in business, decry dirty politics, and 
boost the fair name of the city so people 
will move here from other sections. 

“Kor three years, partly due to upset bus- 
iness conditions in general, partly due to the 
European war, and partly due to drastic legis- 
lation, Atlanta has been standing still. 

Mr. dackson, when asked about the farm 
land situation in Georgia, said: 

“In my long experience in the farm land 
business I have never seen a better time 
in which to buy farms. Why there are few 
buyers I cannot understand. There is certain 
to be a reaction in the farm land situation, 
and when it comes those who buy farms at 
bargains now will certainly reap a rich har- 
Vest.” 


NO VERDICT YET FOUND 
IN NOLLE DAMAGE SUIT 


Federal court jurors, who spent the bet- 
ter part of two weeks in hearing evidence 
and legal arguments in the case of the Nolle 
Construction company against the city of 
Atlanta, were allowed by the court to g0 
to their homes for the second night last 
night without returning a verdict. 

The object of the suit is to settle the 
controversy between the company and the 
city about the amofint due the former for 
work on the Entrenchment creek sewer.

The case went to the jury at 2 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon. After several hours, 
the foreman reported that it would require 
some time to arrive at a verdict as there 
were a lot of accounting and two complicated 
masters’ reports to be considered. They 
were allowed to go home Wednesday night, 
and after deliberating all day without being 
able to arrive at a verdict, Judge Newman 
permitted them to pass a second night at 
their homes.

HOPE FOR RECOVERY | 
OF CONNOR ABANDONED 


Survivor of Triple Shooting Is 
Said to Be Dying—Stories 
of Shooting Conflict. 


Monroe, Ga., February 22.—(Special.) 
Hope for the recovery of Tom Connor, 
believed to have been fatally wounded 
Wednesday night in the shooting affray 
at Alcovy in which his wife and Paul 
Greer were slain, were abandoned today 
by attending physicians. 

There are many stories regarding the 
shooting. In one it is alleged that Greer 
went to the home of the Connors carry- 
ing some oysters, and that preparations 
for an oyster supper were under way 
when an altercation started between 
Greer and Mrs. Connor, which culmi- 
nated in Greer pulling his pistol and 
shooting the. woman, who, mortally 
wounded, died a few minutes later. By 
this time Tom Connor had procured his 
shotgun and, rushing to the room, 
emptied the contents into Greer, who, 
in his death agonies, and with his body 
almost severed, again leveled his pistol 
and fired at Copnor, wounding him 
mortally. 

Dr. I. N. B. Spence, of Social Circle, 
was summoned and went to the scene, 
rendering all possible aid to Connor, 
who was shot through the stomach and 
is in a dying condition. 

Greer lived in. Newton county and 
was unmarried. Mr. and Mrs. Connor 
resided in Walton county just over the 
Newton line. 

An inquest was held over the bodies 
by Coroner W. T. Brown Thursday aft- 
ernoon. It is claimed that Greer was 
drinking and that whisky is the cause 
of the tragedy. 

Another story alleges that Mrs. Con- 
nor and Greer were in a room together 
when Connor entered and an alterca- 
tion between the two men ensued. It 
is alleged that Greer jumped to his feet, 
drawing his pistol and exclaiming: 

“T’ll just kill the whole family!” 

He is said to have held Mrs. Connor 
in his arms, placed the pistol against 
her body and pulled the trigger. Still 
holding the mortally wounded woman, 
he turned and shot Connor, who at the 
time was reaching over the door for a 
shotgun. 

Connor, badly wounded, turned and 
fired two shots, one riddling the abdo- 
men of Greer and killing himinstantly, 
the other going wild. 

Greer and Mrs. Connor are said to 
have fallen together.

REWARD SYSTEM 
10 BE ABOLISHED 


Mayor Candler Tells Com- 
missioners That It “Will 
Pervert Police Force” if It 
Is Continued. 


There will be no more rewards for 
Atlanta policemen for recovery of prop- 
erty stolen from citizens of Atlanta, or 
any property stolen in Atlanta, and re- 
covered here, if the wishes of the 
police board, as expressed at the meet- 
ing last night, are respected. 

Mayor Asa G. Candler declared that 
the “reward system would pervert the 
police force.” He urged that the system 
of granting rewards be abolished, and 
the police board, from expressions of 
the members, would have taken favor- 
able action on his suggestion at once 
if City Attorney Samuel A. Hewlett had 
not informed the commissioners that 
he was at present drawing up a city 
ordinance, at the request of a council- 
man, the purpose of which will be to 
put an end to the practice of reward- 
ing officers who are paid by the city. 
Attorney Hewlett informed the board 
that this proposed ordinance would be 
introduced at the next meeting of coun- 
cil, and further discussion was dropped. 

After hearing numerous witnesses in 
the ca’tses of Call Officers Barfield and 
Fain, charged by Professor J. C. Sir- 
mons, of the Tech High school, with 
extorting a $25 reward for the recov- 
ery of his stolen Ford machine, the 
board exonerated the officers on motion 
of Mayor Candler, which was seconded 
by Commissioner W, A. Vernoy. 

On motion of Commissioner Poole, the 
action of the board at its former meet- 
ing in granting the Sirmons reward to 
the two call officers was rescinded. 
This made it obligatory upon the call 
officers to return Professor Sirmons 
his check, on which the professor had 
stopped payment after issuing it, claim- 
ing that he did not think he was 
obligated to pay a reward for his car. 

‘IT do not think these two officers 
are to blame for taking this reward,” 
Said Mayor Candler. “It is the system. 
I know the officers are honest men— 
have known Officer Barfield’s family 
for many years, and trust him. Buta 
city policeman has no right to expect 
a reward from a citizen of Atlanta, or 
for property stolen in this city and re- 
covered here. 

“The reward system will pervert the 
police force, and I am zealous to see 
the force a good force... Citizens of At- 
lanta have said to me that the police 
force is more anxious to catch the 
stolen car than the thief who stole it. 
I have several similar complaints to

THOUSANDS OF WOMEN 

RIOT IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Philadelphia, February 22.—Shouting 
protests against high food prices, thou- 
sands of women in the southern section 
of this city, where the residents are 
largely of foreign birth, today paraded 
in an Organized fashion, upsetting food 
displays and overturning push carts. 
Stores were entered and damaged in 
some instances. 

A crowd of women rushed a fish store 
and upset atank of live carp.

During an attack 
downtown on several teams loaded with 
food supplies, a boy was hit in the face 
by a milk bottle and severely injured. 
URGES U. S. BOARD 
TO REGULATE FOODS. 

New York, February 22.—A national 
board of food control, with powers to 
regulate farm labor conditions and the 
distribution of products by the rail- 
roads, was urged here tonight in a 
statement by Joseph Hartigan, com- 
missioner of the city’s bureau of 
weights and measures, as a means of 
relieving the present situation and re- 
ducing prices. The commissioner said 
he did not believe an embargo on food- 
stuffs to foreign countries, or a com- 
mission invested with power to fix 
prices would solve the problem. 

About 500 carloads of foodstuffs, con- 
sisting mainly of meat, poultry and 
potatoes, were reported to be due here 
tonight. 

The presence of inspectors apparent- 
ly had no sobering effect on East Side 
housewives, who proclaimed a boycott 
against the higher priced foodstuffs. 
In many instances, women who had not 
been informed of the boycott and were 
seen emerging from shops with food- 
stuffs were set upon and beaten by 
members of their own sex. A number 
of arrests were made by the police, but 
these were not confined to any one 
section, as the boycott appeared to have 
spread to all the poorer districts of 
the great city.
